Largemouth Bass 


Pond owners and fishing club members looking to. stock there 
ponds this fall and winter can obtain coppernose bluegill and 
aggressive largemouth bass from one of the nations largest fish 
hatcheries located near Montgomery, Alabama. : 

Fisheries biologists Don Keller and Barry Smith saw the trend of 
surrounding states to stop stocking private waters. In 1986 they 
formed American Sport Fish Hatchery just south of Montgomery on 
Highway 231. 

“We just saw avnitch market for a hatchery that could supply high 
quality fish upon demand to pond owners. We feel we are providing 
a higher quality, larger fingerling than governmental agencies and 
We can usually deliver.in a.matter of days; not months,” said keller. 

The hatchery is especially proud of their coppernose bluegill and 
the strain of largemouth bass they developed-and now market. “We 
crossed the Florida largemouth with the northern largemouth and 
ended up with a bass that grows fast and ts extremely aggressive. 
Our bass, named the Fl, was developed by taking northern bass that 
exhibited extreme aggressiveness and crossing them with fast grow- 
ing Florida Bass that we got out of phosphate pits in south Florida, 
The result was a fast growing bass that is really aggressive when it 
comes to hitting artificial baits,” said Keller, 

The coppernose bluegill that the hatchery sells is also famous for 
their phenomenal growth rate. Coppernoses can be distinguished 
from other bluegills by, the distinct copper band across the head that 
is particularly noticeable on the males. Their popularity is a result 
of their fast growth rate. According to Keller, with proper pond 
management and a Supplemental feeding program, coppernose 
bluegills can weigh I Ib. 15 months after stocking. 

Smith recommends stocking the coppernose bluegill at the rate of 
1,000 per aere with approximately 15% of the 1000 being shell- 
crackers, 

“Shellerackers can crack and feed on small aquatic snails. that 
bluegills can’t eat, Stock the coppernose and shellerackers in the 
fall, winter or early spring and follow up with 100 bass per acre in 
early June,” said Smith 

Both Keller and Smith recommend selecting quality fish, estab- 
lishing @ fertilization program, providing supplemental feed, and 
practicing accepted harvesting practices to maintain a well-balanced 
pond. They caution against fishing a pond too early after stocking 
as this can quickly get the pond out of balance, 

Keller says, “As a rule, ponds should not be bass fished for at 
least | year after the bass are stocked in order to let the bass go 
through one spawn, When bass are over harvested, bluegill will 
overpopulate and become stunted. Also, If bass are under harvest- 
ed they will become overcrowded and quit growing,”
